2—It will be anywhere from two to five 
years before Russia, or any other power 
which devotes itself to the task, can pro- 
duce an atomic explosion. | 

About four years have passed. 


Russia has set off an atomic explosion. 
The President of the United States so an- 
nounced on yesterday. It will dismay all 
of us. It will cause ‘renewed worry and 
anxiety. It will necessitate more and 
more military expenditures. It will pre- 
vent reduction of taxation. 


But it should not surprise anyone. 


Even our atomic energy project was a 
product of many brains, by no means all 
of them American. Until V-J Day, Britons 
and Canadians worked alongside Ameri- 
cans in the project. So did many scien- 
tists, exiles from Hitler-held territories. 

Since the end of the war Britain and 
Canada have, in a sense, been excluded. 
Only recently has there been a return to 
co-operation. We cannot have much of it 
until legislation is adopted permitting it. 

But no country has been sitting still.

Devaluation-First Step Toward Union? 


WASHINGTON—Despite al] the commotion, the most important immediate result of the devalua- 


tion of the pound has been to give the Continent 


British have frightened the Continental nations by devaluing the pound to rock bottom. These 
countries are thus beginning to draw together, like frightened sheep before a storm. 


The drawing together process did not start 
with devaluation. A deeply important movement 
toward economic unity on the continent has, in 
fact, been under way for some weeks, as recently 
reported in this space. From the start, French 
Finance Minister Maurice Petsche has been carry- 
ing the torch for this movement. But the torch 
was first lit by ECA Chief Paul Hoffman. 


Ever since he returned from Europe 
some weeks ago, Hoffman and his ECA 
men have been warning the representatives 
of the continental nations, as privately and 
tactfully as possible, that some real move 
toward unity was essential. Recently, for 
example, he told the Italian representatives 
at. a private luncheon that dramatic evi- 
dence that ECA was leading toward union 
on the continent must be forthcoming. 
Otherwise, he warned, Congress would cut 
the liver and lights out of the third year’s 
ECA appropriation. With the concurrence 
of the State Department, the French, the 
Dutch and the Belgians have all received 
similar warnings. 


The ultimate aim of the State Department and 
ECA has been, and still is, real economic union 
of most of the Continent, with a common currency 
and a central bank. The French were most en- 
thusiastic in responding to this concept, and took 
the lead in sounding out the Italians, Dutch, and 
Belgians. Inevitably, large snags appeared. 


Each country boasted its own particular snag. 
For technical reasons impossible to explain in a 
short space, the Italians claimed that they could 
not move until the pound and other currencies 
were revalued. The Belgians were not unnaturally 
reluctant to throw their wealthy gold and dollar 
reserve into a common and impoverished pool. 
The Dutch have a controlled economy like the 
British, and like the British they are leery of any 
economic intimacy with the uncontrolled Italians, 

and French. 


Thus the whole project tended to bog down. 
But devaluation has acted as a powerful spur to 
action. The French and the other continentals 
were surprised and angry when the British 
toughly sliced the pound right down to $2.80, 
for this seemed to promise cut-throat British com- 
petition on the world market. Petsche went so 
far as to call the British action, “economic war- 
fare,” and this had led to the general assumption

In fact, what Petsche proposes is to do in a 


a powerful shove toward economic union. The 


hurry only in a more limited way, what the four 
nations concerned were talking about before de- 
valuation. Thus the ambitious project for a com- 
mon bank and currency, which would mean a 
revolutionary change in the economic life of the 
countries participating, has been laid aside for 
the time being. ; 

Instead, the intention is to go only half way. 
Free movement of money across international 
borders would be permitted for the first time 
since the war. Import and export quotas, a 
Schachtian device which has been sizing up Euro- 
pean trade at least as much as the more old- 
fashioned tariff barriers, would be stripped away. 
Since the Belgians are not now being asked to 
throw their fat reserve into a common pool, 
they have already informally expressed their 
willingness to go along. 

The Italians have also lined up squarely with 
the French. The Dutch remain extremely 
doubtful, and it may be impossible to overcome 
these doubts. But both the Americans and the 
Europeans now expect the French, Italians and 
Belgians to reach agreement quickly, probably at 
a meeting im Paris within the next few weeks. 
And there is still a good chance that the Dutch 
will fall in line. 


The British are looking at all this with 
a somewhat jaundiced eye, nervously sus- 
pecting that the continental nations are 
ganging up on them. But the ECA and 
State Department men are pleased, al- 
though they are by no means satisfied. If 
the project comes off, it will amount to a 
move in the direction of the more or less 
free trade within Europe of the nineteen- 
twenties. This in itself will be an advance 
on the horrible trade system of the present, 
which is freezing the whole economy of 
Europe. To ease the way for the countries 
taking part in the new scheme, ECA will 
probably make use of part of a $150,000,000 
kitty earmarked for the purpose. But most 
of this money will be set aside, to lure the 
continental countries into going a great 
deal further, which is still the American 
objective. 


For going back to the twenties is not enough. 
Ultimately only real union of the continent will 
begin to answer the pressing needs of the conti- 
nent. But at least a real step in the right direc- 
tion, however short and hesitating, will now al-

The Well That Started It All

MARACAIBO, VENEZUELA — Twenty-seven years ago Western Venezuela, 
apart from a sparse fringe of civilization along the coast, was about as isolated 
and thinly populated an area as you could find anywhere in South America. 


— There was oil there, to be sure. 


There had always been. The Indians had 


used earth from its seepages to heat their huts. The buccaneers who roamed 
Caribbean had frequently put into the Gulf of Venezuela and through the narrow pass into Lake 


Maracaibo, there to calk their vessels with the asphalt from deposits along the shore. 


The first 


wells—crude, hand-pump affairs—had been built as early as 1878, but, as 1922-came to a close, there . 
were but a very few wells in production and they averaged only a couple of hundred barrels a day. 


Then suddenly, at 6 o’clock in the 
morning of Dec. 14, 1922, the crew drilling 
Shell’s Barroso No. 2, at the outskirts of 
a tiny village called LaRosa, struck oil. 
Out of the earth with such force that it 
blew the drilling tools out of the hole came 
a gusher which rose to a height of 135 
feet, flooding the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. , 


Barroso No. 2 spewed oil for nine days before 
it “sanded up.” They were never able to cap it 
and most of them estimated more than 1,000,000 
barrels which it discharged were never recovered. 
Nor was it practical to attempt to rebore it. After 
nine brief days of the most spectacular oil pro- 
duction in history, No. 2 was through. But it had 
served its purpose. Around the world flashed the 
word of the tremendous oil potential of Western 
Venezuela. The oil rush was on. Whereas only 
several companies had been lackadaisically pros- 
pecting in the area at the time, within a year 
there were 73 separate organizations—and hun- 
dreds of individual speculators — frantically 
searching for oil in the field. “he past 27 years 
have seen well over $1,000,000,000 spent in the 
search—and the finding—of Western Venezuela’s 
rich oil reserves. 

Through failures, consolidations and pur- 
chases, three firms have come to hold most of the 
concessions in the rich Maracaibo Basin. The 
first is Venezuela Oil, a subsidiary of Shell, 
which acquired most of the land rights. The next 
is Mene Grande, a subsidiary of Gulf, which took 
what were conceded to be the next best areas, 
namely a strip a kilometer (3,000 feet) wide out 
in the lake along the coast. The third was 
originally a relatively small operation called Lago 
(Lake) Petroleum which, because most of the 
other adjacent area had been taken, got the con- 
cession on most of the lake. This was considered 
more or less fool-hardy at the time, seeing as how 
most of the lake was from 70 to 115 feet deep and 
oil wells had been drilled only in very shallow 
water. 

But the concesgjons Lago obtained proved the 
richest of them all, the result being that Creole 


Oil, which acquired Lago several years later, is |

today the largest single producer of petroleum 
in the world. 

Creole last year produced 176,000,000 barrels 
from the so-called Bolivar Coastal Fields of the 
Lake Maracaibo area. And Creole, as a visit to 
its LaSalina camp convinces, gets its oil the 
hard way. 

Venezuela is the second largest producer of oil 
in the world and the largest exporter. Creole 
produces approximately 50 percent of the coun- 
try’s total. It has a total of approximately 20,000 
employees and an annual payroll in excess of 
$100,000,000. It operates a fleet of 373 vessels, 
including 69 large lake tankers as well as several 
airplanes. Five thousand pupils attend its 16 
company-operated schools and 265,000 consulta- 
tions are given annually by the 62 doctors and 
400 nurses in its 15 hospitals, dispensaries and 
clinics. 


Creole has just completed one of the 
world’s largest pipelines, a 24 and 26-inch 
job running 145 miles from its lake fields 
to the site of its new refinery and shipping 
point of Las Piedras. This line has a 
capacity of 325,000 barrels a day or a little 
more than half Creole’s present production. 


Creole, 93 percent of the stock of which is 
owned by Standard Oil of New Jersey, is a tre- 
mendous money maker. But the Venezuelan 
Government shares, by law, at least 50 percent 
of all oi] company profits and, in actuality, the 
figure usually runs considerably higher. More 
over, Creole, by the very nature of its operation, 
is forced to reinvest a large percentage of its 
gains in the fields, its investment in Venezuela 
presently amounting to well over half a billion 
dollars and outlays of several hundred million 
currently in the blueprint stage. 

You can go, today, to the outskirts of LaRosa 


_and see the four eroded foundation pillars of Bar- 


roso No. 2. Around it the weeds grow and a 
few goats eat away at the refuse. Only a weather- 
beaten sign and a few bubbles of gas which 
still push up through~the dirty pool of water 
where was once the well-head give evidence that 
here is where it all began.

The fee which Mr. Cain agreed upon was ap- 
proved by the State Board of Workmen's Com- 
pensation, and a check for the amount was 
issued to me by the Highway Department at the 
time Mr. Cain’s claim was approved, March, 1949. 

In August of this year Mr. Cain requested me 
to ask the State Board of Workmen’s Compen- 
sation. to approve a lump sum settlement so that 
he could purchase a home. I made this request 
for him, and it was approved. When the checks 
were delivered to me, I was also furnished with 
a final settlement receipt for Mr. Cain to sign. 
I advised him that it would be necessary for him 
to sign the final settlement receipt before I could 


| deliver the checks ta him. This he declined to 


do. Having no other alternative, I immediately 
returned the checks to the Highway Department. 

I could never make this client understand 
that getting a lump sum settlement of his claim 
entailed a 5 percent reduction of the amount 
awarded; that this was according to law and 
something over which I had absolutely no con- 
trol. He insisted on collecting the full amount. 
This whole controversy represents a desperate 
attempt on the part of my local political enemies 
to smear me.

“But this year it is a different 
story—his teacher has a sense of 
humor! She laughs with them, 
not at them, and carries the 
class along by making learning 
fun instead of a mirthless, un- 
interesting chore.

The light touch is as important 
for a teacher as for a mother. 
Laughter shared is a _ friendly 
thing, and friendliness is some- 
thing a teacher must achieve 
if she is to be successful in 
handling her children. You see, 
the subjects she teaches are not 
so important as the children. 
Indeed, it is children she is 
teaching—not subjects. In other 
words, no matter how gifted a 
teacher may be in that direction, 
she will get nowhere if she can- 
not manage and interest her hu- 
man material. 


Children need to feel assured 
of a teacher’s good will. When 
this is accomplished, she can 
meet them as a friend in whom 
they have confidence. 


Laughter in the schoolroom is 
important. It engenders a hap- 
py and constructive working to- 
gether of teacher and pupil. 
There need be no fear. A teach- 
er can obtain the wholesome re- 
spect of her children and they 
can feel her authority without a 
trace of fear entering in. In 
fact, children need from a teach- 
er the security that comes from 
being guided by someone who 
is so sure of herself and what 
she is doing that she can indulge, 
and let them indulge, in the free- 
dom of laughter, They need the 
sense of security that comes with 
fearlessness. 

Fear should not be aroused by 
ridicule, anger or coldness on a 
teacher’s part. It is a cramping 
emotion to the personality and 
sometimes absolutely paralyzing 
to mental effort. 


Fear in the cl-ssroom is de- 
structive; it is negative; it gets 
both teacher and pupil nowhere. 
It creates unhappiness and does 
deep-seated damage. Correcting 
should be done so that it is kind 
as well as effective. 

But laughter is a great boon 
to children under all circum- 
stances,

AT LEISURE 

In his anxiety to take a dis- 
card which he might well have 
postponed until a later round, 
South in today’s hand lost his 
battle in the very first round on 
a hand that would have paid a 
handsome premium for aggres- 
siveness. 

The opening bid and responses 
were quite normal. To East it 
appeared that his adversaries 
were essaying a bit of “high- 
jacking” but in view of the vul- 
nerability he properly decided 
that he was in no position to 
“call”. South elected to shov. the 
spade suit, for despite his pau- 
city of honor tricks there might 
well be a slam if North’s hand 
happened to fit well. (If, for 
example, he had the king of 
spades instead of the ace of 
hearts.) North tried three no 
trump and when South leaped to 
five clubs, North could not re- 
sist the temptation to contract 
for slam, ngt realizing, of course, 
that his ace of hearts was a 
duplication of South’s void. 

This was as much as East 
could stand and he indicated his 
resentment by doubling the final 
contract. Technically this calls 
for a spade lead. Since dummy 
has bid no side suit, the slam 
double calls for the first side 


suit bid by declarer. But West 
led the 10 of hearts. 


Declarer played the ace from 
dummy and discarded the six of 
diamonds and immediately led 
a diamond from dummy, hoping 
to induce East to duck the trick. 
East, however, came up with the 
ace and declarer could not pre- 
vent the subsequent lIcss of a 
spade trick. 


The hand could be made by 
the refusal to play the ace of 
hearts at trick one. The heart 
is ruffed and the trumps ex- 
hausted in one pull. The four of 
diamonds is led ‘from dummy 
and East may play as he will.
